1, A copy each of the Notice, the Rules, the Applica- 
tion Form and other papers relating to the examination 
is obtainable from the Office of the Union Public Service 
Commission in accordance with para. 5 of the Notice, 
Candidates should consult them carefully to see if they 
are eligible before filling the application form or paying 
the prescribed fee. The conditions prescribed cannot be 
relaxed. 

BEFORE SUBMITTING THE APPLICATION 
CANDIDATES MUST SELECT FINALLY FROM 
AMONG THE CENTRES GIVEN IN PARAGRAPH 1 
OF THE NOTICE THE PLACE AT WHICH THEY 
WISH TO APPEAR FOR THE EXAMINATION. A 
CANDIDATE WHO WISHES TO TAKE THE EXAMI- 
NATION AT AN INDIAN MISSION ABROAD MUST 
STATE IN THE ORDER OF HIS CHOICE, TWO 
OTHER INDIAN MISSIONS (IN COUNTRIES OTHER 
THAN THE COUNTRY, IN WHTCH HE MAY BE

2. The application form must be filled in the candi- 
date’s own handwriting and all answers should be given 
in words. It should be submitted direct to the Secre- 
tary, Union Public Service Commission, Dholpur House, 
D.H.Q.P.O., New Delhi-11. 

A candidate already in Government Service, whether 
in a permanent or temporary capacity, must submit his 
application through the Head of the Department or 
office concerned who will complete the endorsement at 
the end of the application form and forward it to the 
Commission.

(iii), (iv) and (v) are given below ; — 

(i) Treasury Receipt or CROSSED Indian Postal 
Orders for the prescribed fee . — 'The amount may be 
deposited in the nearest Government Treasury, or in a 
branch of the State Bank of India, or in a State Treasury 
authorised to transact business on behalf of Government 
(Amount deposited at Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi or Madras 
should be deposited in the Reserve Bank of India instead 
of in the State Bank of India). The Treasury oi Bank 
should be asked to credit it to the account head “XXI- 
Miscellaneous Department Examination fees. Receipts 
of the Union Public Service Commission”. The name 
of the examination and of the Treasury at which the fee 
is deposited should be clearly entered in the Treasury 
Receipt.

(ii) Certificate of Age .— The date of birth ordinarily 
accepted by the Commission is that entered in the Matri- 
culation Certificate or in the Secondary School Leaving 
Certificate, or in a certificate recognised by an Indian 
University as equivalent to Matriculation or in an extract 
from a Register of Matriculates maintained by a Univer- 
sity, which extract must be certified by the proper autho- 
rity of the University. The expression Matriculation 
Certificate in this part of the instructions must be under- 
stood as including these alternative certificates. 

Candidates will thus understand that the Matriculation 
Certificate is required iu all cases as evidence of age, and 
it must invariably be sent to the Commission, in original 
with a copy thereof, together with the application.

NOTE 1, — Candidates who have not attended arty 
educational institution for at least one academic year 
within three years of the submission of their applica- 
tion may submit a certificate of character, in original, 
with a copy thereof from a Gazetted Officer in service. 

NOTE 2. — Only one certificate of character is required. 

(iv) Certificate of Educational Qualification . — A 
candidate must submit a certificate or diploma, in original, 
with a copy thereof, showing that he has one ot the 
qualifications prescribed in Rule 6. The certificate sub- 
mitted must be one issued by the authority ( i.e ., Univer- 
sity or other examining body) awarding the particular 
qualification. If such a certificate qr diploma is not sub- 
mitted the candidate must explain its absence, and sub- 
mit such other evidence in original as he can to support 
his claim to the requisite qualification.

— A candidate must 
submit two passport size ( 2"X24" approx.) copies of 
his recent photograph, one of which should be pasted 
on the first page of the application form and the other 
copy should be firmly attached with the application form.
